SOME SANITARY 


ASPECTS OF 
BREAD MAKING. 


BY CYRUS EDSON, M. D., 
Health Commissioner, New York City. 

It is necessary, ifone would under 
stand the sanitary aspects of bread 
making, to fully comprehend the pres- 
ent theory held by scientists of germs 
and the part played by them in disease. 
The theory of disease germs is merely 
the name given to the knowledge had 
of those germs by medical men, a 
knowledge which is the result of in- 
numerable experiments. Being this, 
the old term of a “theory” has become 
a misnomer. A germ ofa disease is a 
plant, so small that 1 do not know 
how to express intelligibly to the gen- 
eral reader its lack of size. When this 
germ is introduced into the blood 
or tissues of the body, its ac- 
tion appears to be analogous to that 
which takes place when yeast is added 
todough. It attacks certain elements 
of the blood or tissues, and destroys 
them, at the same time producing new 
substances. 

But the germs of the greater part of 
the germ diseases, that is, of the infec- 
tious and contagious diseases, will de- 
velop or increase in number without 





physician would be apt to think of dis- 
ease germs which have not been killed 
during the process of baking as a 
cause of the sickness following the 
use of uncooked yeast bread. Yet this 
result from this cause is more than 
probatie. I have not the slightest 
doubt that could we trace back some 
of the cases of illness which we meet 
im our practice we would find that 
germs collected by the baker have 
found their way into the yeast bread, 
that the heat has not been sufficient to 
destroy them, that the uncooked yeast 
bread has been eaten and with it the 
colonies of germs, that they have 
found their way into the blood and 
that the call for our services which 
followed, has rounded off this sequence 
of events. 

I have already pointed out that the 
germs of disease are to be found in 
the air and dust. The longexy,any sub- 
stance to be eaten is exposed to the 
air, the greater the chance that germs 
will be deposited on it. Bread raised 
with yeast is worked down or kneaded 
twice beforé being baked and this pro- 
cess may take anywhere from four 
hours to ten. It has, then, the chance 
of collecting disease germs during this 
process of raising and it has two peri- 





being in the body of a human being, 


provided always you give them the 
proper conditions. These conditions 
are to be found in dough which is be- 
ing raised with yeast. They are 
warmth, moisture and the organic 
matter of the flour on which the germs, 
after certain changes, feed. 

It is necessary to remember at this 
point that yeastis germ growth, and 
when introduced intoa mixture of glu- 
cose or starch, in the presence of 
warmth and moisture sets up a fer- 
mentation. If the mixture bea starchy 
dough the yeast first changesa portion 
of the starch into glucose and then de- 
composes the glucose by changing it 
into two new substances, viz., carbonic 
acid gas and alcohol. 

Now the gluten, which is also a con- 
stituent of dough and moist starch, 
affords, with the latter, an excellent 
nidus for the development of germs of 
disease as well as for the yeast germs. 
The germs of cholera, as of typhoid 
fever, would, if introduced into dough, 
find very favorable conditions for their 
growth. 

I do not wish to ‘“‘pose” as an alarm- 
ist, nor am I willing to say there is 
very much chance of the germs of 
typhus and of cholera reaching the 
stomachs of the people who eat bread 
which has been raised with yeast. 
But while I am not afraid that cholera 
and typhus will be greatly spread by 
yeast-raised bread, I have not the 
slightest cause to doubt that other dis- 
eases have been and will be carried 
about in the bread. 

I have met journeymen bakers, suf- 
fering from cutaneous diseases, work- 
ing the dough in the bread trough with 
naked hands and arms. 
need searcely say this was put a stop 
to in very short order. I have no rea- 
son to suppose bakers are less liable to 
cutaneous diseases than are other 
men, and I know, as every house- 
wife knows, yeast-raised bread 
must be worked a long time. This 
is an exceedingly objectionable 
thing from the standpoint of a physi- 
cian, and for the reasons that the 
germs of disease which are in the air 
and dust and on stairways and straps 
in street cars, are most often collected 
on the hands. So .well do physicians 
know this that there is no ablution 
practical equal to that which they un- 
dergo before they perform any kind of 
surgical operation. Any person who 
has ever kneaded dough understands 
the way in which the dough cleans the 
hands. In other words, this means 
that any germs which may have found 
a lodging place on the hands of the 
baker before he makes up his batch of 
bread are.sure to find their way into 
the dough, and once there, to find all 
the conditions necessary for subdi- 
vision and growth. This is equivalent 
to saying that we must rely on heat to 
kill these germs, because it is almost 
certain that they will be there. Now, 
underdone or doughy bread is a form 
which every man and woman has seen. 

It is a belief as old as the hills that 
underdone bread is unhealthful. This 
reputation has been manne for : kd 
the experience of countless genera- 
tions, ma no careful mother will wish 
her children to eat bread that has not 
been thoroughly cooked. The reason 
given for this recognized unhealthful- 
ness has been that the uncooked yeast 
dough is very difficult to digest, end

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ing each of which it may gather the 
dirt containing the germs from the 
baker's hands. As no bread save that 
raisety-ith yeast, goes through this 
long process of raising and kneading 
so no bread save that raised with yeast 
has so good a chance of gathering 
germs. 

What is meant by “raising” bread is 
worth a few words. The introduction 
of the yeast into the moist dough and 
the addition of heat when the pan is 
placed near the fire produces an evor- 
mous growth of the yeast fungi—the 
yeast “germ,” in other words. These 
fungi effect a destructive fermentation 
of a portion of the starchy matter of 
the flour—one of the most valuable 
nutrient elements in the flour. The 
fermentation produces carbonic acid 
gas, and this, having its origin in 
every little particle of the starch 
which is itself everywhere in the flour, 
pushes aside the particles of the dough 
to gire itself room. This is what is 
called raising the bread. 


It needs but a glance to see that it 


have one which will give us, first, me- 
chanical results equally as good, that 
is, that will produce minute bubbles of 
carbonic acid gas throughout the mass 
of dough. Now itis in no way diffi- 
cult to produce carbonic acid gas chem- 
ically, but when we are working at 
bread we must use such chemicals as 
are perfectly healthful. Fortunately 
these are not-hard to find. 

The evils which attend the yeast- 
made bread are obviated by the use of 


a properly made, pure and wholesome 
baking powder in lieu of yéast. Bak- 
ing powders are composed of an acid 
and an alkali which, if properly com- 
bined, should when they unite at once 
destroy themselves and produce car- 
bonic acid gas. A good baking powder 
does its work while the loaf is in the 
oven, and having done it, disappears. 
But care is imperative in selecting 
the brand of baking powder to be cer- 
tain that it is composed of non-injuri- 
ous chemicals. Powders containing 


alum or those which are com- 
pounded from impure, ingredients, 
or jthose ‘which are not com- 


bined in proper proportion or care- 
fully mixed and which will leave either 
an acid or an alkaliin the bread, must 
not be used. 

It is well to sound a note of warning 
in this direction or the change from 
the objectionable yeast to an impure 
baking powder will be a case of jump- 
ing from the frying pan into the fire. 

The best baking powder made is, as 
shown by analysis, the “Royal.” It 
contains absolutely nothing but cream 
of tartar and soda, refined to a chem- 
ical purity, which when combined un- 
der the influence of heat and moisture 
produce carbonic acid gas, and having 
done this, disappear. Its leavening 
strength has been found superior to 
other baking powders, and as far as I 
know, it is the only powder which will 
raise large bread perfectly. Its use 
avoids the long period during which 
the yeast made dough must stand in 
order that the starch may ferment and 
there is also no kneading necessary. 

The two materials used inthe Royal, 
cream of tartar and soda, are perfectly 
harmless even when eaten. But they 
are combined in exact compensating 
weights, so that avhen chemical action 
begins between them they practically 
disappear, the substance of both hav- 
ing been taken up to formthe carbonic 
acid gas. More than this, the proper 
method of using the powder insures 
the most thorough mixing with the 
flour. The proper quantity being 
taken, itis mixed with the flour and 
stirred around in it. The mixture is 
then sifted several times and this in- 
sures that in every part of the flour

HOW INSECTS MAKE MUSIC. 


Katydids Rob Their Shoulder Blades and 
Grasshoppers Strike Their Wings. 

Everybody is familiar with the music 
of the katydid. Here, again, says the 
Washington Star, it is the male that 
has the voice. At the base of each 
wing cover is a thin membraneous 
plate. He elevates the wing covers 
and rubs the two plates together. If 
you could rub your shoulder blades to- 
gether you could imitate the operation 
very nicely. 

Certain grasshoppers make a sound 
when flying that is like a watchman’s 
rattle—clackety-clack, very rapidly re- 
peated. There are also some moths 
and butterflies which have voices. The 
‘‘death’s head” moth makes a noise 
when frightened that strikingly re- 
sembles the crying of a young baby. 
How it is produced is not known, 
though volumes have been written on 
the subject. The ‘mourning cloak” 
butterfly—a dark species with a light 
border in its wings—makes a cry of 
alarm by rubbing its wings together. 

The katydids, crickets, grasshoppers 
and other musical insects are all ex- 
aggerated in the tropics, assuming 
giant forms. Thus theircries are pro- 
portionately louder. There is an East 
Indian cicada which makes a remark- 
ably loud noise. It is called by the 
natives ‘“‘dundub,” which means drum. 
From this name comes that of the 
genus, which is known as dundubia. 
This is one of the few scientific terms 
derived from the Sanskrit. 

The “deathwatch” isa popular name 
applied to certain beetles which bore 
into the walls and floors of old houses. 
They make a ticking sound by stand- 
ing on their hind legs and knocking 
their heads against the wood quickly 
and forcibly. It isa sexual call. Many 
superstitions have been entertained re- 
specting the noise produced by these 
insects, which is sometimes imagined 
to be a warning of death. 

Entomologists have succeeded in re- 
cording the cries of many insects by 
the ordinary system of musical nota- 
tion. But this method does not show 
the actual pitch, which is usually sev- 
eral octaves above the staff. It mere- 
ly serves to express the musical inter- 
vals. It is known with reasonable cer- 
tainty that many insects have voices 
so highly pitched that they cannot be 








powder. The salt and milk or water 
being added, the dough is made up as 
quickly as possible and moulded into 
the loaves. 

These are placed in the oven and 
baked. But the very moment the 
warmth and moisture attack the mix- 
ture of cream of tartar and soda, these 
two ingredients chemically combine 
and carbonic acid or leavening gas is 
evolved. The consequencé may be 
seen at a glance, the bread is raised 
during the time it is baking in the 
oven, and this is the most perfect of 
all conceivable methods of raising it. 

Ilere, then, there is no chance for 
germs of disease to get into the dough 
and thence into the stomach, more 





is, in its effects on the dough, purely 
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mechanical. The dough, which was 
before a close-grained mass, is now 
full of little holes, and when cooked in 
this condition is what we ordinarily 
call light. This porous quality of 
bread enables the stomach to rapidly 
and easily digest it, for the gastric 
juices quickly soak into and attack it 
from all sides. The fermentation of 
the dough, however, uses up a portion 
of the nutrient elements of the loaf. 
If it be possible, therefore, to produce 
a light porous loaf without this de- 
struction and without the ‘“‘kneading” 
process, which fills the dough with 
germs and filth, and without the long 
period during which the raising process 
goes on, the gain in food and the gain 
in the avoidance of the germsis ex- 
ceedingly plain. 

But while we can easily see the dan- 
gers which attend the use of yeast itis 
certain that the vesiculating effect 
produced by it on the dough is to the 
last degree perfect. By this] mean 
that every particleof gluten produces 
its little bubble of gas and that there- 
fore the bread is properly raised —that 
is, it is raised everywhere. It is ap 
perent that.if we are to substitute any 
) other eystem of bread making woe must 
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than that the bread is necessarily as

sweet as possible, there having been 
no time during which it could sour. 
This involves the fact that the bread 
so made will keep longer, as it is less 
likely to be contaminated by the germs 
that affect the souring process. 

It will be strange ifthe crowds of 
visitors to the world's fair do not great- 
ly increase the number of contagious 
disease, which we will have to treat. 
Under these circumstances is it not 
folly of follies to open a single chan- 
nel through which these germs may 
reach us? Is it notthe part of wisdom 
to watch with the greatest care all 
that we eat and drink, and to see that 
none but the safest and best methods 
are employed in the preparation of our 
food? To me it seems as though there 
could be but one answer to questions 
like these. 

I have shown the danger of using 
the yeast raised bread, and with this I 
have shown how that danger may be 
avoided. The ounce of preventinn 
which in this case is neither dif- 
ficult nor expensive is certain- 
ly worth many pounds of cure, 
and the best thing about it is 
that it may be relied on almos{ abso-

HORSE SENSE. 


An Instance Which Shows Yonderfal 
Sagacity In Two Animals. 

A writer in Nature from the Ruskin 
museum, Sheffield, records an instance 
of sagacity in horses. From the win- 
dow opposite, he says, I have just wit- 
nessed an interesting performance on 
the part of two horses. Bordering the 
park is a strip of land, doomed to be 
built upon, but meanwhile lying waste 
and used for common pasturage, on 
which the horses under notice were 
leisurely grazing. A pony in a cart, 
having been unwisely left by the 
owner for a time unattended on the 
| grass, suddenly started off, galloping 
over the uneven ground at the risk of 
overturning the cart. The two horses, 
upon seeing this, immediately joined 
in pursuit with evident zest. My first

An Eloquent Appeal for the Double: 
Standard Currency. | 





MR, CLEVELAD'S MESSAGE. 





He Said the President Had Been De- 
ceived, and Made a Strong Argu- 
ment for Silver as the Peo- 
ple’s Chosen Money. 


WaAsHINGTON, Ang. 18.—The address 
of Congressman Bryan, of Nebraska, 
wasthe speech of the session. so far, 
and, althongh he engaged the attention 
of the house for over two hours, his 
colleagues gaye him the closest hear- 
ing. 

In his construction of the message of 
President Cleveland Mr. Bryan was 
very emphatic. 

If he could understand the language 
of the message, it meant but one thin 5. 
It meant the burial of silver, with no 
promise of resurrection. It was the ar- 
gument of the gold standard. Jt led to 
universal gold monometuallism and to 
the realm ,of where over the door was 
written: ‘‘Abandon hope all ye who 
enter here.” There was but one way of 
bringing gold from abroad, except the 
issuing of gold bonds, and that was to 
sell our products and secure the yellow 
metal. But if we established a single 
gold standard, gold would be put upon 
the auction block. Every time gold 
was abroad the farmers of the United 
States must lower the prices of their 
products, then the farmers of England 
would lower theirs in order to get the gold 
back. Then we must once again lower 
ours, and no one could tell the price at 
which at last our products would settle 
down. 

He was opposed toa single standard 
of value, be it gold or silver, and was in 
favor of a double standard. The ques- 
tion now presented was whether the 
United States was going to say it was 
the English nation or an independent 
one. If there be some persons living on 
the eastern shor3 who were better ac- 
quainted with the beauty of the Alps 
than with the grandeur of the Rockies, 
better acquainted with the sunny skies 
of Italy than with the invigorating 
breezes .of Mississippi, let them 
know that there are a people who are 
willing to cast their all on the fate of 
this republic and rise or fall with it. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in favor of the re- 
tention ot the ratio of 16 to 1, arguing 
that an increase of that ratio would be 
detrimental to an international agree- 
ment as to the coinage of the two met- 
als. He wanted to restore confidence 
among the people, but he did not be- 
lieve in curing a headache by putting a 
mustard plaster to the feet of the pa- 
tient. 

Let some bill be passed here which 
would make the banks safe places of 
deposit, Solong as the people would 
chain the country to a single gold stau- 
dard, there would be war and eternal 
war. Jf the Democratic platform meant 
anything, it meant that the Sherman 
law wasa makeshift; but it proposed 
something better than that, and that 
something wasa silver and gold coin- 
age. The question was not whether 
the president was honest or not. The 
question was whether he was right. 
The president had won the confidence 
of the people, but he had been deceived. 
He said in his message that the people 
demanded the repeal of the Sherman 
law. He had heard from the boards of 
trade and from the chambers of com- 
merce, but he had not heard from the 
farmers or the men in the workshops, 
and he could no more judge of the 
opinion of the people than he could 
measure the ocean's depth by the foam 
on the ocean’s wave. Let the friends 
of silver cali the battle on, and never 
leave the field till the people’s money 
was restored. 

In cenclusion, Mr. Bryan said: 

“The Demoeratic party stands between 
two conflicting forces. On the one side 
stand the corporate taterests, the monied 
interests, aggregated wealth and capital, 
imperious, arrogant, compassionless, 
They are able to subscribe magnificently 
to campaign funds. ‘They are able to 
crush with their all-pervading influence 
any who may dare oppose, and to those 
who fawn and flatter they can bring ease 
and plenty. ‘These demand that the 
Democratic party shall become the ageut 
to execute their merciless decrees, Ou 
the other hand, a numerohs throng, those 
who gave to the Democratic party a name 
and for whom it has assumed to speik; 
work-worn and dust-begrimed, they 
make their mute appeal and too often 
fondle their cry for help, beat in vain 
against the outer walis, while those less 
deserving gain ready access to thie legis 
lative halls. This army, vast and daily 
faster growing, pleads with the Demo- 
cratic party to be its champion in this 
terrible conflict.

AURORAL OBSERVATIONS. 


Plan for Recording Them at Extreme 
Northern Points. 

Lyons, N. J., Aug. 18.—Dr. M. A. 
Veeder, of this village, has received no- 
tice from W. W. Thomas, United 
States minister at Stockholm, Sweden, 
that the matter of recording observa- 


tions of the aurora borealis to be used 
in comparison with those secured by 
Lientenant Peary in his Arctic expedi- 
tion, has been referred to the directors 
of the University at Christiana and 
Norway, the minister of public instruc- 
tion, and Dr. Mohn, director of the 
Meteorological institute of Norway and 
Sweden, and that arrangem@its have 
been effected so that Dr. Hansen and 
Lieutenant Scott Nansen, who are ona 
polar expedition expecting to reach the 
north pole by the way of the passage 
north from Siberia; will record auroral 
observations upon the plan laid down 
and already in practice. 

Dr. Mohn, in making his tour of in- 
spection of the meteorological stations 
in Norway and Sweden, will make ar- 
rangements for securing the co opera- 
tion of observers at these observatories. 
Inasmuch as Dr. Hansen expects to 
reach the North Pole, this arrangement 
provides for observations in the highest 
possible latitudes and in most favorable 
circumstances, and the observations 
thus made will be extremely valuable 
in comparing with observations record- 
ed in the lower latitudes by other ob- 
servers.

° 3. W. HYATY, M.D, Specialist, 





MILLIONS IN ASHES. 


Destructive Confilagration in Minneapolis 
—Over Two Hundred Houses in the 
Northern Part of the City Laid Low, 
Involving the Loss of Two Lives and at 
Least 82,000,000— Fifteen Hundred Peo- 
ple Homeless. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 14.—Two 
million dollars’ worth of property went 
up in flames yesterday afternoon. Over 
200 houses are burned and at least 
1,500 persons rendered homeless. This 
is the record made by the destroying 
element in the short space of two 
hours. A kind Providence, not the fire 
department nor the feeble property 
owners saved the balance. The fire 
made such headway that no human 
agency could stem it. 

It was a little after 1:30 o'clock when 
a watchman saw a small blaze on the 
river side of J. B. Clark & Co.'s box 
factory, on the south end of St. Nieco- 
let street and St. Anthony's falls. An 
alarm was turned in, but by the time 
the department arrived the flames, 
fanned by a furious south wind, had 
gained such headway that all the fire- 
men could do was to turn their atten- 
tion to adjoining property. 

Where the fire first started is a 
mystery, but itis thought it origin- 
ated either in Lenhart’s wagon works 
or in an ice house belonging to the Cedar 
Lake Ice Co. , 
Clark’s box factory was doomed be- 
fore even a stream of water was thrown 
on it. Next to it, north, Lenhart’s 
wagon works and the Cedar Lake ice 
houses were wiped out of existence. 
Farther north were Lintges & Con- 
ner's boiler works, and here the heavi- 
est loss took place. This firm had a 
stock valued at over $50,000 and nota 
cent of insurance. 

While this fire was at its height 
sparks carried high in the air alighted 
on Boom island nearly half a mile 
above the fire on Niccollet avenue. 
This island is occupied as a wood yard 
by Nelson & Co. The whole island was 
soon ablaze. It was this spark that 
caused the greatest loss. Quickly 
jumping across the small stretch of 
water surrounding the island from the 
mainland, the flames gained a footing 
at Nelson, Tanny & Co.’s lumber yard, 
where there was piled several million 
feet of lumber. 

By this time it was impossible to 
stop it, even had the whole fire depart- 
ment been on hand. Great embers 
were flying through the airand started 
fires blocks away from the places 
where the firemen were at work. The 
flames were simply irresistible. Brick 
and stone structures fell as victims as 
readily as the merest shells. 

Beyond the lumber yard were the 
two mills belonging to E. Backus & 
Co., and nothing remains except the 
smoke stack and mass of twisted ma- 
chinery and charred timbers. J. B. 
Chatterton’s post mill and J. W. Wil- 
son & Co.'s millalso went. The fire- 
men were powerless to render any as- 
sistance, for to reach Twentieth 
avenue it would have been necessary 
to pass through a furnace. The 
bridges, too, were on fire, and there 
was nothing to do but hope for the 
best until some parties could make a 
detour of three miles and reach the 
fire. 

Along the east bank of the river 
were located the mills and lumber 
yards, which were burned, while east 
of them were located many stores and 
residences, most of them frame build- 
ings, occupied by the employes of the 
mills and laboring men. Few owned 
their dwellings, and their principal 
losses will be their personal effects. 
Large numbers saved their household 
goods, which they stacked in piles, 
over which they stood guard to pre- 
vent their being carried away by 
thieves. 

At the brewery, where the fire was 
checked, the citizens did much to aid 
the firemen. With garden hose and 
buckets they extinguished all incipient 
blazes, and with the change in the 
wind all danger was practically over, 
and the fire was allowed to burn itself 
out. All the available fire apparatus 
in the city was in use, and St. Paul sent 
twoengine companies in response to 
calls for assistance. 

Between the Plymouth and Avenue 
North bridges on the east side of the 
river, there juts out into the river a 
point of land upon which some people, 
principally laborers, and  saw-mill 
hands reside. The fire soon cut off 
their escape by land and they were in 
imminent danger of being burned to 
death. No boats were at hand and 
the residents were forced into the river 
in order to save their lives. Previous 
to this they attempted to save 
their personal effects. Bedding, tool 
chests, furniture and even clothing 
were thrown into the river, the own- 
ers hoping that they might be able to 
recover them some time. All this time 
great crowds were on the bridges and 
watched the boats making slow head- 
way towards the rescue of the people 
in the river. 

The heat was most intense and many 
of the men in the water were compeled 
to duck their heads under the water 
to prevent the flames from scorching 
their faces and heads. 

One brave fellow stripped himself 
and, unaided, brought a number of his 
neighbors across the river before the 
flatboat arrived, when all were res- 
cued. 








Two Lives Lost. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 14.—Late 
last night it was reported that Mrs. 
Thomas Salon, an old lady who was 
bed-ridden, was burned in her home. 
The charred remains of a boy were also 
found in the debris.

STEAMER BLOWN UP, 


Zight Persons Killed and All on Board 
Injered By an Explosion on the Annie 
Faxon, Belonging to the Union Pacific 
Rallroad Co. Seven Miles Below Almota, 
Wash.—The Steamer Spokane, with 
Physicians on Board, Sent to the Rescue, 
Autmota, Wash., Aug. 14.—Thé Union 
Pacific steamer Annie Faxon was 
blown up yesterday morning at Wade’s 
wharf, seven miles below here. Eight 
persons were killed and all on board 
were injured. She carried five passen- 
gers. The vessel wasliterally blown 
to pieces. The killed are: 

Thomas McIntosh and brother, pas- 
sengers. 

Mrs. Tappan, the purser's wife. 
George Farwell, waiter. 

Joseph Bush, deckhand.- 

Wm. Kidd, deckhand. 

Christian Paul, fireman. 

The injured are: Moritz Stewart, 
Capt. Henry Baughman, Daniel Bech- 
tel, and two unknown. 

The steamer Annie Faxon belonged 
to the Union Pacific Railroad Co, She 
was built in 1887 and“™was compara- 
tively a new boat. Very recently she 
was completely overhauled. The 
steamer had been plying between 
Riparia and Lewiston and other points 
along the Snake river ever since she 
was built. She was a stern-wheeler 
165 feet long, 37 feet wide and 51\¢ 
hold; registered tonnage, 564. She 
was in command of Capt. Baughman, 
a veteran steamboat master and pilot. 
As soon as the news reached this 
place it was telegraphed immediately 
to Riparia, at which point the steamer 
Spokane was lying. Orders were is- 
sued at once for the Spokane to pro- 
ceed with all possible speed to the 
scene of the disaster with crew, physi- 
cians and everything to relieve the in- 
jured and care for the dead. From 
Riparia to Almota is about thirty-five 
miles. As yet no particulars as to the 
cause of the accident have been re- 
ceived. 








THE MINNEAPOLIS FIRE. 





Nearly a Square Mile of Territory Burned 
Over, Including Saw Mills, Sash and 
Door Factories, Lumber Yards and a 
Hundred and Fifty Houses. ‘ 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 14.—Th 
big fire was stopped at Twentieth 
avenue, north, after burning over near- 
ly asquare mile of ternitory. It burned 
about 150 houses, averaging in value 
from £500 to $3,000; 40,000,000 feet of 
lumber, worth $480,000; 10,000,000 lath 
and 10,000,000 shingles, worth $40,000; 
13 mills, mostly saw-mills, and 
sash and door factories, and a 
number of ice-houses and smaller con- 
cerns, bringing the total loss up to 
about $1,110,000, with an estimated in- 
surance of $750,000. 
An unknown child was burned to 
death, and Thomas Faloon lost his life 
from heart failure, caused by excite- 
ment.

HE CHOSE DEATH. 


Suicide of William T. Caldwell, of Pueb- 
lo, Col., in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Aug. 14.—A few minutes 
before noon, Wm. F. Caldwell, a citi- 
zen of Pueblo, Col., shot himself in the 
left breast underneath the heart, in 
the second story room of 2817 Easton 
avenue. His death was almost instan- 
taneous. His wife was with him at the 
time of the act and had been strug- 








gling with him _ for possession 
of the revolver:. first to save 
her own life, which he _ threatened. 


and then to save his when he gave up 
the idea of killing her and attempted 
self-destruction. When the neighbors 
rushed in after the shot was fired they 
found her lying prostrate across the 
form of her dead husband and covered 
with the blood that was pouring from 
the wound in his side. 

The exact nature of the cause lead- 
ing to the suicide has not transpired, 
but an article published in a Kansas 
City paper had something to do with it. 


SERIOUS ACCIDENT 








To Spectators of a Review of German 
Troops by the Emperor. 

Berwin, Aug. 15.—A review of the 
troops in Moabit barracks was held by 
Emperor William. As is usual at all 
military pageants an immense crowd 
was present to witness the spectacle. 
During the review a wall of a build- 
ing collapsed. Many people were 
standing close to this wall when it 
fell, anda number were caught under 
the debris. Seven of the number were 
seriously injured, and were removed to 
a hospital. The accident caused much 
excitement among the spectators, who 
lent their aid in extricating those im- 
prisoned under the ruins. 


"TWAS A FEELER, 








And the Spanish Government Peeded the 
Kesult. 

Maprip, Aug. 15.—The recent prop- 
osition of the government to compel 
the payment of all customs duties in 
gold, which would have been equiva- 
lent to a heavy increase in those du- 
ties, evoked protests from commercial 
circles in every part of the country. 
So numerous’ have these pmtests be- 
come that the government has now 
disclaimed any design to require the 
payment of the dutiesin gold. The 
government has authorized Senator 
Mauro, the colonial minister, to nego- 
tiate a new loan of $6,000,000, to be se- 
cured by Cuban bonds. The money 
will be used to pay the floating debt of 
Cuba.

The Negro in the South. 

Ex-Member of the Legislature Al- 
lain (colored), of Louisiana, says: 

Twenty-seven years ago there were no 
schools for colored people in the south. To- 
day there are 25,330. Those of them who could 
read and write at the conclusion of the war 
were “not worth counting,” but to-day 2,250,- 
000 can read and write. There are 1,000 negro 
ministers educated at their colleges, 154 news- 
papers with negro editors, 250 negro lawyers 
and 749 negro physicians, while 250 students 
are preparing for courses in the universities of 
Europe. In material things the progress is 
even more marked. In 1867 the race possessed 
only $12,000 in taxable wealth, now their taxa- 
ble property amounts to $264,(00,000.
